\-TESTERDAY I told you about the chest cavity— 


Y the plcural cavity. I said that the covering CT 


lining membranes of all the body's cavities, un- 


communicating with the air, are "serous membranes." 
Among1 such spaces is the abdominal cavity. 


Lining this cavity and reflected on to the surface? 


of the intestines and all the other organs found here, 
is a thin, delicate serous membrane, called the peri- 
toneum. 


Like the pleura, which lines the chest and covers 


the lungs, the peritoneum is subject to infection and 
disease. When I was a boy one of the mysterious ail- 
ments which used to be discussed in youthful circles 
related to the peritoneal cavity. 


One of our playmates fell on a picket fence.

Our knowledge of medicine and sur-

followed by infection. 
Infection of the 


abdominal cavity, even with our modern 
knowledge, is a very serious matter. 
Any foreign substance entering that 
part of the body is apt to carry germs 
capable of producing dire results.

called peritonitis. 
Normally there is 


just enousrh fluid In tho abdominal cav- 
ity to lubricate the parts, permitting 
them to move on each other without 
friction or disturbance. 
In peritonitis 


th* normal qualities of this fluid are 
changed and it becomes thickened and 
sticky, like mucilage. In consequence, 
adhesions form and painful symptoms 
follow.
